WHAT IS OLD AGE? 


The act of the Postmaster General, abolishing the compul- 


sory retirement of posiot'fieo employees" at the age of 62 for 
women and 65 for men shows the new attitude toward age. 
It used to be that men and women were as a rule really old 
in their sixties. Recent experience, particularly in the war, 
has given striking proof of the vigor and effectiveness that 
may be found in the seventies and eighties. 


That employees are incapacitated for useful service at the 


ages heretofore specified in the Postoffice Department is 
now merley a false tradition. To youth, the sixties are really 
old. To millions of their elders, the sixties are only the latter 
part of a vigorous middle age. A person is not old nowadays 
until he is too old to do his usual work, and that age limit, 
like the actual death limit, has been advanced remarkably 
within a generation or two. 


Medical science has done much along this line. More sen- 


sible living has done much. So has more sensible thinking. The 
typical American now expects as a matter of course to be ac- 
tive and useful until he is about 70. and his continued activ- 
ity with its attendant state of mind tends to keep him up, to 
that point or bey and. On the other hand, the retired man 
seldom lasts, long. In America, at least, he usually feels that 
he has lived his life, and with nothing creative left to live for, 
he soon ceases to live.
